Editors Presse and Tribune: 

The census-takers, I suppose, consider their 
labors about concluded ; but if all the city has 
been taken a8 it was in my neighborhood, it 
will be a very defective return. There are about 


twenty young boarding where I do. None 
of us can hear of the Deputy Marshal having 
been ateur house. None of us have seen him. 


‘Ge proprietor says he has not seen him, The 


domestics haye not seen him, and my belief is, 
that about twenty-eight persons, nearly all 
adults, have been missed in our houge. I hear 
of several other houses in the same neighbor- 
‘hood where the inmates have no recollection 
of having seen the census-taker. If the same 
carelessness bas prevailed in other parts of the 
city, it is possible that thousands of persons 
have not been enumerated. p 
| Seavel 
—We have heard other instances of omis- 
sions to enumerate. We are personally cogni- 
zant of five persons missed in three families, 
and from all we cap hear, are led to the belief 
that the work of enumeration has not bees 
very accurately or carefully performed. The 
deputies are required to ascertain the names, 
sex, ages, and nationalities of every one; the 
number of deaths, births, and 
in the past year. ‘Also the actual cash value of 
each man's property, real and personal, placed 
under their proper headisgs. 
There are many other questions, but these 
should be asked in every family. Our readers 
tie own knowledge how far 
the deputies have complied with their instrue- 
‘tions. One fruitful cause of error has been, in 
taking the replies of servant girls, when 
the head of the family happened to be absent. 
la four cases out of five, incorrect answers will 
be given. The deputy should have returned 
when the master or lady of the house was at 
home, and procured his information from them. 
The deputies should have made it a point to 
visit boarding-houses and hotels at meal times 
when the inmates could be seen, and correct 
information obtained; but this has ret been 
done. They have taken such guesses’ as the 
proprietors could, or were disposed, t give. 
At the very best landlords and landiadies can 
only tell the number of boarders ; as t ager, 
pativities, ete, it would be mere guess work. 
We are convinced that a large number of 
people have been left unenumerated,and that the 
other statistical information has been obtained 
in a very defective mauner. Sach as the value 
of resi and personal property, Marshal Hoyne 
has doubtless given his deputies proper instruc- 
tions, but we fear they have been carried out 
imperfectly.
